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580 unionists lobb 


The California Labor Federa- 
tion’s legislative conference May 
14-16 was the best attended in 
history, with 580 unionists con- 
verging on Sacramento to press 
for progressive legislation. 


A record crowd also turned up 
for the annual Breakfast with the 
Legislators, sponsored jointly by 
the Alameda County Central 
Labor Council and the Building 
and Construction Trades Council. 


Lawmakers there included As- 
semblymen Ken Meade, Robert 
Crown and Carlos Bee, As- 
semblywoman March Fong, and 
Senators Nick Petris and John 
Holmdahl. 


In statewide sessions, the 
unionists heard sharply differing 
views of the tax limitation initia- 
tive presented by Governor 
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Ronald Reagan and Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti, who 
spoke back-to-back. Moretti said 
Reagan's state tax limitation 
plan would result in higher local 
taxes. 


U.S. Senator Alan Cranston 
led off with a pledge that 
Congress will call President 
Nixon's bluff in his Watergate 
speech to control inflation and 
provide full employment. De- 
ploring wasteful military ex- 
penditure, he cited the $30 
billion a year spent to support 
some 3,400 bases in foreign 
countries employing 166,000 
foreign workers. 


“I say bring those dollars back 
here and put them to work 
creating jobs for American 
workers,” he said.

Bob Crown’s death a 
tragic loss to labor 


The death of Assemblyman 
Robert Crown will be deeply felt 
by organized labor for a long 
time, union leaders in Alameda 
County agreed. 

“I don’t think we can estimate 
the loss,” said Richard K. Groulx, 
secretary-treasurer of the Cen- 
tral Labor Council and its Com- 
mittee on Political Education 
(COPE). 

Crown was struck by a car 
while jogging in the dark near 
his home in Alameda. One car 
stopped for him at an intersec- 
tion, but another pulled out from 
behind to pass the first, felling a 
man who glowed with vitality. 

“Bob Crown was a lot more 
than an assemblyman to us,” 
Groulx said. He was always close 
to the council; we could depend 
on him for expertise. It was more 
than the usual political relation- 
ship; he seemed to really have a 
special feeling for labor people. 

“He was highly dedicated, 
humorous, warm, with an intense 
interest in his work, but what 
stands out most of all,” Groulx 
continued, “is his skill. There 
wasn’t anything he didn’t know 
about the legislature. We could 
always find out from him what 


was happening to a bill or who to 
call.” 

Asked about the prospects 
for filling the 14th district's seat, 
Groulx said, “The loss of a friend 
weighs much more heavily on me 
right now than that question. 
And yet Isuppose it should be 
said that it is high time that the 
Democratic leaders in the county 
showed at least as much skill as 
the Republicans in getting to- 
gether around one candidate, in 
the early stages, so that they 
don’t waste energy and money in 
fighting among themselves.” 


Labor Journal

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Berkeley officials ire labor 
over League of Cities issue 


The Alameda County Central 
Labor Council's campaign to try 
to get city governments to 
disaffiliate “from ‘the’ League of 
California Cities came to a double 
climax when (1) the Berkeley 
City Council kept the CLC’s 
representative waiting seven 
hours to speak and then refused 
to hear him, and (2) labor council 
pickets turned away speakers at 
the League meeting in Sacra- 
mento. 

Berkeley Councilwoman Ying 
Lee Kelley had invited Carl 
Jaramillo, Director of Commu- 
nity Services for the Central 
Labor Council, to testify on May 
8 in support of her motion to 
withdraw from the League. She 
thought there were enough 
votes to pass the motion, includ- 
ing Mayor Warren Widener’s, as 
she explained later in a letter of 
apology to Jaramillo. But Widen- 
er (who was scheduled to go to 
the League meeting with council 
members Henry Ramsey and 
Sue Hone) delayed the vote and, 
in the end, supported Ramsey’s 
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motion to table the question. 
Jaramillo, who had waited from 
7 p.m. to 3 a.m., stormed out in 


He had intended to explain 
how the League has lobbied 
against improvements in work- 
men’s compensation, for a “re- 
gressive consumer tax bill,” and 
against collective bargaining 
rights for public employees. The 
labor council’s campaign started 
in August, 1971, when John F. 
Henning, executive secretary- 
treasurer of the California Labor 
Federation, wrote all affiliates: 
“It is time for the working people 
of California to make it clear that 
the League cannot and must not 
be allowed to spend the tax- 
payers’ money to kill progres- 
sive legislation in California.” 

Richard K. Groulx, secretary- 
treasurer of the Central Labor 
Council, wrote the mayor on May 
11, “The shabby parliamentary 
tricks by Henry Ramsey and 
yourself which did not allow a 
Central Labor Council staff 
member the chance to speak at a

public meeting of the City Coun-

“At the Breakfast with the 
Legislators on May 15, Groulx 
invited the group to join in 
picketing the League's annual 
meeting at the Senator Hotel, 
across town. Signs were ready. 
About 40 showed up. City offic- 
ials from throughout the state 
stopped to discuss the issues. 

At noon the line walked a few 
blocks to the Elks Club, where 
the League had scheduled a 
luncheon address by Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti. Widener 
and Ramsey turned up with 
Moretti and Assemblyman Willie 
Brown. The legislators con- 
cluded they would not cross the 
line and Widener and Ramsey 
also turned away, but not with- 
out an argument from Ramsey. 
Later they were reported as 
saying that they didn’t go in 
because of alleged racial discrim- 
ination by the Elks Club. 

“If they weren't going in, why 
did they leave their hotel 
rooms?” Groulx mused. ‘And 
why was Ramsey so belliger- 
ent?” 

Then it was back to the 
Senator Hotel, where Senator 
George Moscone was to be the 
afternoon speaker. Apparently 
warned about the protest, Mos- 
cone came as far as the picket 
line, anyway, and made a friend- 
ly show of refusing to cross.

Union women speak out 


Women in California unions 
are not likely to let the labor 
movement forget about their 
special problems, needs and 
rights after the conference called 
by the California Labor Federa- 
tion on May 19-20 at the Jack Tar 
Hotel in San Francisco. 

About 200 delegates, including 
a few men, passed two dozen 
resolutions, which have no offi- 
cial weight of their own, but 
which, as recommendations to 
the state federation, will require 
attention. One, which had a “do 
pass recommendation from the 
Resolutions Committee, pro- 
posed the establishment of a 
committee to continue to deal 
with matters that prompted the 
conference. Another asked the 
AFL-CIO to hold a national 
conference on women. Others 
called for “training of women as 
union leaders and negotiators, 
and greater participation by 
women in the state fed’s work at 
the executive staff level. 

They asked for the extension 
of protective legislation to men 
(and for a woman to participate 
in presenting the state fed’s plea 
for AB 1710 to Governor Ronald 
Reagan). They requested that 
the federation file a “Friend of 
the Court” brief in case related 
to protecting rights to overtime 
pay. They supported local initia- 
tives for childcare, the teaching 
of labor history in schools, the 
end of inequities in Social Secur- 
ity, collective bargaining rights 
for state employees, the boycott

Also, with agreement from the 
Resolutions Committee, the con- 
ference asked the California 
Labor Federation to ask its 
affiliated locals to support efforts 
to organize bank employees by 
withdrawing funds from target 
institutions, and to discontinue 
subscribing to Blue Cross until 
Blue Cross employees are union- 
ized.

Retail food prices in the San 
Francisco-Oakland Metropolitan 
Area increased 2.0 percent dur- 
ing the period March-April, 1978, 
according to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor’s Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. This was (officially) an 
increase of 12.1 percent over the 
last 12 months. 

Prices of food at home aver- 
aged 2.3 percent higher over the 
month, led by an increase of 5.7 
percent for fruits and vegetables. 
Prices for oranges, onions, cab- 
bage, green peppers, and carrots 
rose sharply, but were partially 
offset by a drop in price for 
celery and cucumbers. Fruits 
and vegetables were up 18.4 
percent from 12 months ago and 
sausages, and turkeys were 
somewhat offset by lower prices 
for beef steaks, pork chops, and 
fryers. April meat, poultry, and 
fish prices averaged 23.0 percent 
above a year ago. The average 
includes increases of over 50 
percent on some popular items. 

The city family of four spends 
22 to 28 per cent of its income for 
food, no matter what govern- 
ment officials say. (Their claim 
that it is less is based on figures 
including wholesale buying by 
institutions and consumption by 
farmers who grow some of their 
own.) So the huge increases 
across the board, on all kinds of 
foods (not to mention everything 
else) is a blow.

vegetables have been a real 
shocker, with ordinary yellow 
onions running 59 cents a pound 
or more. For this reason, labor’s 
consumer expert, Sidney Mar- 
golius, suggests comparing costs 
of fresh items with frozen or 
canned. Usually a 10 oz. package 
of frozen yields about as much 
cooked food as a 16 oz. can, and 
sometimes twice as much as a 
pound of the fresh, untrimmed 
variety. 

Thus, when a 10-0z. package of 
frozen vegetables like peas or 
corn cost about the same as the 
16-oz. can, they are approximate- 
ly as good a value, taste prefer- 
ence aside. The big pour-bags 
are good because you can use as 
much as you want and keep the 
rest handy in the freezer. In one 
comparison, Margolius found 
fresh green beans at 42 cents a 
pound had a true eating cost of 
2.4 cents an ounce compared to 
2.7 for frozen at 27 cents for a 9 
oz. package and 3 cents for 
canned at 24 cents for a 16 oz.

area spreads 


The Oakland Redevelopment 
Agency will soon expand the 
area of downtown reconstruction 
from the present 6 blocks to 15 
blocks. Less Moore, a member of 
the Redevelopment Agency's 
board of directors, reports. 

The present area, between 
11th and 12th streets and Broad- 
way and Washington, will be 
extended from Washington to 
the Grove-Shafter freeway.

The National Labor Relations 
Board has just issued a “com- 
plaint” against Dr. Williams in 
Santa Rosa and has set the date 
of June 21st for a formal hearing 
in connection with the charges 
that we previously filed against 
this employer. This means that 
the Labor Board found that there 
was sufficient basis for our 
charges to warrant an official 
hearing before ‘a duly desig- 
nated Administrative Law 
Judge of the National Labor 
Relations Board on the allega- 
tions set forth in the Complaint.” 

While this proceeding will take 
a long time, it is certainly a 
hopeful sign that Dr. Williams 
will eventually be brought to 
task for his union-busting activi- 
ties. In the meantime, we are 
also requesting the Central 
Labor Council and all Unions 
in the Santa Rosa area to place 
Dr. Williams on their unfair list. 
As I stated before, I’m sure that 
Dr. Williams will soon realize 
that his efforts to avoid bargain- 
ing with the union will be much 
more costly than if he had kept 
his technicians working and had 
signed a union contract! 

From May 14th to 16th I 
attended a Legislative Confer- 
ence of the State Federation of 
Labor which was held in Sacra- 
mento. It was one of the most 
successful ones held and many 
legislators were “button-holed” 
regarding their position on the 
important bills pending before 
the state legislature. These in- 
clude improvements in un- 
employment compensation, 
workmen’s compensation, disa- 
bility pay, provisions for con- - 
sumer protection, the right of 
public workers to collective bar- 
gaining and many others. While 
in Sacramento, I was able to hold 
a meeting with our Sacramento 
members. A great deal of inter- 
est was shown in our forthcom- 
ing contract negotiations and 
discussion was held on the need 
for many improvements in our 
contract.

Street Journal). McCrory owns 
all of J.J. Newberry Co., Mc- 
Crory-McLellan-Green, S. Klein 
Department Stores, Britt’s De- 
partment Stores and Otasco 
Stores, an automobile and home 
accessory chain. 

It doesn’t end there, either. 
McCrory is 62% owned by 
Rapid-American Corp., which 
also owns Schenley Industries 
Inc., International Playtex Corp. 
B.V.D. Corp., Joseph H. Cohen & 
Sons, Cross Country Clothes and 
Leeds Travelwear. 

Because this kind of thing is 
typical, AFL-CIO representa- 
tives have been asking Congress 
to find out what kind of economy 
we really have. And unions have 
had to decide for themselves 
what a sensible bargaining unit 
can be. 

The unfortunate fact of life is 
that the economic power in such 
a confrontation is terribly one 
sided. No matter how the Cham- 
ber of Commerce may squeal 
about “big labor,” labor can 
hardly be big enough. 

When the national and state 
governments lean their weight 
on the company side, through 
NLRB rulings, boycott restric- 
tions or whatever, the workers 
don’t have much of a chance. No 
wonder organized labor is look- 
img more and more to political 
action to protect the conditions 
of workers from the might of 
those who would make profit at 
their expense.

Government by ‘big lie’ 


One of the most significant reactions to the Watergate 
mess that we have read was that by Governor Marvin Mandel of 
Maryland, a Democrat who is chairman of the National 
Governor's Conference. 

“What we are witnessing piece by piece,” he said, “isa 
massive scheme by a cynical and callous power elite to remake 
the nation in its own image. 

“The arrogant private army of corrupters had its origins 
in the hyphenated law firms of Wall Street, the advertising 
agencies of Madison Avenue and Disneyland, and the board 
rooms of the most powerful industrial giants in America,” 
Governor Mandel declared ina college commencement speech 
on May 27. 

That fits with all of our experience under the Nixon 
administration. We have been governed by advertising 
psychology. We have been made victims of our own patriotism 
and desire for order and our hope that “the president knows 
best.” 

Even now, Nixon argues that the Watergate investigations 
endanger “national security.” Does he really mean the security 
of the nation or of Richard Nixon? 

“Too often we rush to punish the corrupted and ignore the 
corruptors,” Governor Mandel said. Career agents, like James 
McCord, might think that waht they were doing was justified by 
national security, out of long conditioning. But could they exist 
without the conspirators who devised the schemes? And if the 
multinational corporate giants, like ITT, are in the wings, how 
much concern do THEY show for national security when their 
branches abroad play games with foreign money to injure the 
dollar, evade American taxes and weaken the national 
economy? 

Governor Mandel’s observations on the source of the 
corruption fit also with Nixon’s deception on bread and butter 
issues. AFL-CIO President George Meany recently called it “the 
1973 version of the big lie technique.” Meany quoted six 
Specific lies “designed to hide the facts of soaring inflation, 
continued high employment, mounting budget deficits and a 
shocking drop in public confidence.” He answered them with 
facts, but the point here is that wages, prices, profits, taxes, 
and federal programs to help people have been manipulated to 
help that rich clique Governor Mandel was talking about. The 
Only problem that they had was how to make us think it wasn’t 
happening. 

The ultimate corruption is not the dirty tricks of Watergate 
but the robbing of average Americans and the poor to make the 
rich richer. It is the lies that make it possible. It is the 
destruction of fairness and trust in the name of law and order 
and the undermining of our democratic rights in the name of 
national security. In short, it is the attempt to make America 
the image of an Orange County executive's heaven. 

The press has demonstrated the value of its freedom in the 
nick of time. We hope congress will also demonstrate the value 
of its constitutional authority to check the growth of a 
too-greedy power in the White House.

Once errors in the old mailing 
lists are weeded out the comput- 
erized system will prevent dupli- 
cations and provide print-outs to 
help unions keep their own lists 
up to date on the basis of Post 
Office returns as well as their 
own information. Details of the 
system will be announced later. 

Last Fall it was evident that 
the board would have to find 
some way of making ends meet 
or the paper would have to go 
out of existence. (Similar eco- 
nomic pressures forced 12 labor 
papers published by Olympic 
Press out of business early in 
December.) It was a hard choice 
—either substantially increase 
the subscription rate paid by 
unions or cut the once-a-week 
publication to twice-a-month. 
The board chose in November to 
go semi-monthly. 

Steve Martin, Central Labor 
Council representative was as- 
signed to put the paper’s affairs 
in order. The old building at 1622 
East 12th Street, Oakland, was 
sold and the editorial office 
moved to Room 211, in the Labor 
Temple, 2315 Valdez St. New 
arrangements were made with 


Ross Advertising, in Berkeley, 
for solicitation and collection of 
ads, and a new editor and new 
printers were found. 

Martin’s report on May 23 was 
the first in years that showed a 
slight margin of revenue over 
expense—enough, the board de- 
cided, to gradually begin paying 
off big debts. 

The board also re-elected the 
incumbent members and the 
principal officers switched posi- 
tions, according to the rules, so 
that Richard K. Groulx, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Central 
Labor Council, is now chairman 
of the Board of the East Bay 
Labor Journal, and Lamar 
Childers, secretary-treasurer of 
the Building and Construction 
Trades Council, is secretary of 
the board. 


MIKE PHIPPS DIES
